A Proclamation declaring His Maieſties pleaſure, 
concerning the proceedings had, and to be had, againſt Popiſh 


Recuſants, according to the Lawes, and for directions to His Maieſties 
Commiſsioners for that Seruice, both in the Southerne 
and Norther ne parts. 


S Hereas heretofore, Wee, by the aduice of Our Priuy Counſell, 
| | did grant Our ſenerall Commiſſions vnto ſenerall Commiſſioners, 
vnder Our great Seale of England, both fo2 the Southerne and Noz- 
therne parts of this Our Realme reſpectiuely ; And did thereby giue 
7/7/21 vnto Dur laid Commiſſioners, full power and authozity in Our 
Nie, Name, and to Our vle, to treate and compound with all perſons con⸗ 
uicted, oꝛ then after to bee tonuicted fo2 Reinſancie, either dwelling oz 
reſiding in the ſeuerall Counties, Cities, o: Townes, in thole leuerall 
Comnuſſtons mentioned, o2 hauing any Banours, Lands, Tene⸗ 
ments, Leaſes, Goods oz Chattels, within tiioſe Counties, Cities, 
oꝛ Townes, oz anpok them reſpectincly, foz Leaſcs of their Lands, 
o2 Farmes, oz other compoſition fo2 the fozfeitures of ſuch Recuſaiits incurred oz fozfeited, oz 
which ſhould bee then after incurred oz foꝛfeited actoꝛding to the tenour of thoſe Commiſſions, 
and of ſuch inſtructions and directions foꝛ Our Seruite, as in, and by the ſaid Commuſlion ſea⸗ 
led with Our great Seale of England, and inſtructions ſigned with Our Ropail hand, doth at 
large appeare. The benefit ofall which foꝛfeitures, and ſummes of money which did, oꝛ ſhould by 
that meanes accrew o2 growe vnto Us, out of the Counties, Cities # Townes inthe Noꝛtherne 
parts of this Kingdome, Wee did then ſpecially appoint to be emploped foꝛ oꝛ towards the p2o- 
uiding, arming, and maintaining of ſixe able Shippes of Marre, foz the defence and guard of 
thoſe Noztherne parts, and of the Shippes, Ueſſels, Goods and Merchandize, pafling and re⸗ 
paſſing by thoſe Coaſtes, which were moze dayly infeſted and endangered by enemies and Pi⸗ 
rates, uke as Wee did then allo appoint and deſtinate thoſe ſummes of money which ſhould ac- 
crew vnto Us by the fozfeitures of Neculants in all other parts of this Dur Kingdome fo2,02 
towards the maintenante of Dur Name, and other publique Seruices, and no wapes to bee 
imploped to Our particular oꝛ pꝛiuate vſe; Sinte which time Dur lapd Commiſſtoners did 
P20ccede, and make compoſitions actozdinglp with many of thoſe Recuſants, and haue raiſed 
diners ſummes of money foo2th of the lame, which were imployed to the vle as atozeſayd, to 
Dur good pleaſure and content: But by reaſon of Our great Derutces in Dur high Court of 
Parliament, the execution of thoſe Commiſſions hath foz a tune been interrupted, yet now the 
Seſſion of Parliament beeing ended, Wee haue renewedthole Commulſſtons, and tntendreally 


and roundly to pꝛoteede therein.

How, to the intent that Our pleaſure her tin may be the better Ubnowen, Wee doc herebplig⸗ 
nilte and declare Our will and pleaſure to bee, that all tuch perſons who haue made ſuch Com⸗ 
politions with Our faypd Comnuſſioners relpectzuelp, fail with ail conuenicnt ſpeede, and, at 
the furtheſt befoze the end of Michaelmas Terme next, take their Leaſes and Gzaunts of the 
lame, oz otherwiſe they (hall tofe we benefit and aduantage of tuch their Compoſitions ,and it 
(ail bee lawfull foꝛ any other perſon oz perſons to take the ſame by Grant oꝛ Leaſe from Us. 
And foꝛ ſo much as Mee are pleaſed and contented to continue Dur fauour and grace to the 
laid Recuſants,accozding to Our inſtructions giuen to Dur ſaid Comnuſſioners inthat behalke, 
Wee doc hecrebp declare, aud make knowen to all Dur Sublects, whom it may any way con- 
cerne, that Wee haue now againe, by the like aduice of Our Pꝛiuie Counſell, granted and re⸗ 
newed Our leuerall Commiſſions, to the purpoſes atozclatd. and haue thereby giuen vnto Our 
ſayd Commilſioners kull power and authozitie in our Name, and to Dur vſe, to treate and tom⸗ 
pound with ail perſons tonuicted, oꝛ hereafter to bee tonuicted foꝛ Recuſancie, in manner and 
foꝛme befoze mentioned, and to the lame end and purpoſe befoze ſpecified, foz all Debts, ar- 
rearagcs, and ſetzures, without any reſtraint oꝛ limitatton of time. 
And, to the end that Our plealure herein map bee the better knowen, and that all Dur Sub- 
iccts, whom the pzemilles any way concerne, map the better take notice thereot, aud apply them⸗ 
ſeiues accozdingly,fo2the diſpatch of their occaſions in that behalfe, we, by the like adutce of Our 
1amic Cou ſel, haue thought fit to publith and declare the ſame by this Pur Royal Pzoclamatt- 
on, and doe hereby publiſh and declare the ſame , willing and requiring all thoſe, whom it ſhalt 
02 may conterne, to repaire to Dur ſaid Comnuſſioners, at ſuch times and places, as they ſhall 
from time to time appoint, who, oz a competent number of whom, acco2ding to the tenour of 
Our ſayd Commiſſions reſpectiuely, ſhall and will bee ready to giue diſpatch to all Suttozs who 
(hail deſire the ſame. 
And, wee doe herebp further declare Our pleaſure and reſolntion to bee, That, if any Recu- 
ſaut whom ft may concerne, ſhall refuſe oz neglect to accept of Pur grace thus offered, and to 
bet extended vato them by Our ſaid Comnuſſioners, They mult know, that Wee are fully re⸗ 
ſolued againſt all ſuch , to take the vttermoſt benefit of thoſe foꝛfeitures, which haue accrewed, 
oꝛ ſhallaccretv vnto Us, without any further fauohr towards thoſe, who ſhall ſo neglect it; And 
to accept of the offers of thoſe who ſhall firſt come to compound with Our Comnuſſioners on 
Our behalle foꝛ theſame.
